WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  Council  has  a number  of  small  schemes 
in  a few  parishes  some  of  which  are  not  satisfactory  in  quality 
nor  quantity.  During  the  drought  in  the  early  part  of  the  year 
the  drinking  water  had  to  be  rationed  to  one  hour  in  the  morning 
and  one  hour  in  the  evening  in  the  parishes  of  Cemmaes,  Cwmtlinq, 
Pens  goes  and  Pennal.
